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SYNOPSIS  OF  AGRICULTURAL  CONDITIONS  IN  BRITISH  COLUMBIA 

YEAR  1916. 

Xotwlthstandlng  tbe  fact  that  many  land-tlllers,  owing  to  ouUstn.ent.  wer.- 
ab«.nt  from  the  farms  In  1916.  and  the  unfavourable  dlniatlc  condltioim  in  „,„«>• 
sections  prevented  any  marked  Increase  in  quantity  of  pn^luction.  yet  the  total  valne 
due  to  enhanml  prices,  showed  an  Increase  of  3.30  ,K.r  c^nt.  over  1015.  .\lthough 
total  imports  Into  British  Columbia  Increased  4.05  ,H.>r  cent.,  yet.  ns  in  the  ,nse  of 
home  production,  this  Is  attributed  more  to  Increased  prices  than  to  quantities 
»„*„,^?"  ,°'.^!^*''  Columbia  products  in  101(5.  as  far  as  e^ouLl  Ik.  ascertained, 
totaned  nearly  $4,000,000.  or  an  Increase  of  30  to  35  iK-r  cent,  over  1915.  There  wer^ 
marked  Increases  In  shipments  of  horses,  fruits,  and  vegetables. 

Fbuits. 

Apples  and  other  treeyfrults  produced  well,  whilst  returns  were  generally  satis- 
factory.  The  production  of  apples  alone  was  41.1  per  cent,  greater  than  1915.  while 
the  to  al  of  apples  and  other  tree-fruits  was  34.6  ,«r  «.nt.  greater.  These  Increases 
were  due  to  the  large  percentage  of  young  ortljnnls  reaching  bearing  age 

Small  fruits  were  52  i*r  cent,  greater  In  acreage  than  In  1913.  according  to  com- 
p  ete  surveys,  but  In  1016  In  the  larger  pro<luclng  sections  excessive  rainfall  during 
picking  reduced  an  otherwise  Increase,!  harvest,  as  the  setting  of  fruit,  especially 
raspberries.

In  the  year  1913  berry-plrkera  were  paid  an  average  ot  40  to  47  centi*  per  cTnte. 
or  25  cent*  per  hour,  whilst  In  1010  from  40  to  73  cento  i>er  iriite  war  paid.  The 
higher  flgure  wna  neceoMrj-  as  an  Indut-ement  to  get  the  crop  harvested  In  a  con- 
tlnoona  heavy  rntnfnil  and  a  cloud  of  mosquitoes. 

In  the  orchard  se«tlons  of  the  Okauagan  Valley  the  average  wage  pnld  for  white 
labour  was  $2  per  day.  and  to  Orientals  about  Jj.1.00  per  day,  without  board  In  both 
cases. 

METIOROLOOICAL. 

BriToPBis  or  Climatic  Conditions. 

Reviewing  climatic  c^Hidltions  In  the  Province  In  so  far  ns  they  affect  agricul- 
ture. It  may  be  stated  that  they  were  not  the  most  favourable.  During  the  winter 
of  1015-16  the  month  of  January  will  probably  go  down  In  hlntory  as  the  coldest 
month  ever  re.-orde<l  In  the  Province.  The  weather  be<-nnie  esinxlally  severe  about 
the  10th  of  the  intMith,  after  which  gales  and  heavy  snowfalJM  were  fre«pient.  The 
heavy  winds,  coupled  with  low  temi)eratures  following  the  drought  of  lOl.-i,  did  con- 
siderable damage  to  the  hay  UH^adows  In  the  lAmet  Mainland  niKtrlct,  where  much 
of  the  clover  In  the  older  meadows  was  kllletl. 

Considerable  damage  from  low  winter  teniiieratures  occurreil  to  the  more  tender 
varieties  of  fruit-trees  In  the  Okanagan  DIstrk-t. 

The  spring  of  1010  was  cold  and  backward,  vegetation  In-lng  from  two  to  three 
weeks  later  than  average  throughout  the  Province. 

Conditions  during  the  growing  period  varied  In  the  various  sectlonH.  On  Van- 
couver Island  and  In  the  Central  and  Peace  Illver  Districts  drought  .t.n».lderal.ly 
reduce<l  crops,  and  especially  In  the  latter  two  sections,  where  drought  and  early 
frosts  both  resulted  In  almost  a  total  failure  In  some  localities  to  grain  and  vege- 
table crops.  There  was  sufficient  rainfall  over  the  West  Kootenay  District  to  mature 
excellent  crops,  yet  excessive  precipitation  over  the  Ix)wer  MalnlniMl  District  during 
haying  did  considerable  damage  to  this  crop,  in  that  It  was  allowed  to  be<-ome  over- 
ripe and  considerable  was  damaged  In  the  cock,  thus  reducing  the  feeding  value. 

Excessive  rainfall  over  the  I^wer  Mainland  District  damaged  cherries,  and  the 
raspberry  shipments  were  greatly  decreased. 

Favourable  weather  prevpiled  In  tlie  Okanagan  during  the  apples  and  other  tree- 
fruit  harvest. 

Drought  during  the  fall  months  over  beef-cattle  ranges  and  along  the  liower 
Fraser  Valley  considerably  reduced  pastures;  and  the  Fraser  Valley  being  a  dairy 
section,  the  flow  of  milk  was  considerably  reduced.
